«++ EMERGENCY OPERATION... 


We have learned of numerous examples 
in the past year of the readiness and willing 
ness of amateurs across Canada to jump into 
emergency operations, where their efforts 
have been of great value to the public. 

However, we suspect that there have been 
‘many similar opportunities for public service 
Tost beeause of the Jack nf suitable equipment, 
available at short notice. 

Another factor which We suspect has been 
overlooked is that when an emergeney vceurs 
the people requiring communication do not 
Know that amateur radio may be at their 
call. Tt is imperative that amateurs who have 
available equipment for emergency use, regis- 
ter their name and address with the local tele 
phone authorities, Red Cross HQ. and simuilar 
organizations. 

‘There are usually two types of emergencies 
in which amateur radio can become involved. 
One is the esse of a station operating under 
normal conditions at his home location, on 
the receiving end of the emergency traffic. 
Such a station is unhampered by lack of equip- 
‘ment, loca) telephone connections, light, power 
or accommotlation. We believe that every 
Canadian amatour is prepared to assist when- 
ever such an opportunity occurs, 

‘The more vital and difficult case is where 
the normal power and communivation services 
have been disrupted. Under such conditions 
the average amateur station is a total loss 
from an emergency standpoint, 

Except in small communities where there 
is only one amateur station, we do not think 
that every amateur is required to equip. him- 
self with a complete battery-aperated station. 
However, we do feel that where groups of 
amateurs are resident, organizulions should 
be set up and equipment should be built on # 
co-operative plun which will funetfon as an 
officient emergency outlet. 

It is not sufficient merely to build the equip- 
ment, A panel of available operators should 
be set: up and regular trials of operation should 
be made during the year. ‘The summer is the 
‘most popular time for portable operation of 
all kinds nd during: the mouth of June ARRL, 
holds its annual Field Day. This is an ex 
cellent opportunity to put your plan into 
effect as Well as to have a lot of fun without 
the troubles involved with a real emergency. 

We urge all clubs, and groups of amateurs 

remote localitios, to see that they are 
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prepared for any emergency which may befall 
their community. Let us show the citizens 
of Canada that they have an efficient and in- 
valuable emergency communieation service in 
Canadian amaiour radio,

A 
kind-hearted switchbourd operator, realizing 
the difficulty, cantacted the Halifax Herald 
who found that Mrs, Hunt had been landed 
in Labrador. This information was relayed 
to VedLF by VeIRT and the parents of Mrs 
Hunt asked if 4LF could contact a ham in 
Goose Bay. Conditions were apparently not 
favorable for 2 Veé-VO6 contact, so VeIET 
Yolunteered to try to make a VO6 contact and 
then to relay the required information back 
to Winnipes.

SO-WATT TRANSMITTER sus nan, san 


Here is & compact, complete transmitter 

rated at 0 watts input on phone and 100 
‘watts Input_on CW, The author does not 
claim any originality in eireuit design, but has 
adapted varioas ideas whieh finally’ evolve 
‘ag the rig shown in the photograph, 
10 attempt was made v0. incorporate band- 
ching. would have _complicatud 
things considerably, ‘The main thought was 
to Keep the rig straightforward and. simple 
to eonstruet. 

‘The transmitter uses an 807 crystal ose 
lator with provision for VIO input, Tink- 
coupled tom pair of 807s in push-pull, with 
another palr of 807's as modulators.’ The 
power supply delivers 00 volts DC at 300 
Ma, One of the features of this little rig 
is that iL is built uu a eadmium-plated chase’ 
At" x 14" x 8", which is quite compact con- 
sidering that you have everything on it, RF, 
speech amplifier, modulator and power supply. 


‘The Cireuit 

A glance at the cireuit diagram will show 
that the 807 erystal oscillator is the familiar 
‘Tri-Tet, A G16 or 6V6 oscillator tube could 
have heen used, but high wattage series drop- 
ping resistors would have to he used to re~ 
duce the voltage from 500 volts. An S07 tube 
was finally decided on by incorporating a 
very novel idea of connecting # 250K volume 
control in series with the sereen dropping re 
sistor to ground and the centre conection gues 
to the screen, which by cranking the control 
will vary. the screen voltage from zero. to 
++ 900 volts, In other words, you ean name 
your grid eurvent to the final amplifier from 
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zero to what you can yet out of the 807 
oscillator, ‘The oscillator plate eail is a B & W 
Baby Indsetor mounted on top of the Ham- 
mond tuning capacitor with a five-prong. 
Tsolantite socket and small angle brackets. 
The plate eurrent to this stage is W-15 Na. 
wen delivering 10 Ma, grid current to the 
final. ‘The screen voltage is only 90 volts 
and there is no crystal heating. 

The oscillator stage is link-coupled to the 
final coil using the sume method of mounting 
a8 in the oscillator; a B & W Baby Inductor 
centre linked (fixed) is used) in (his grid 
coil. The plate coil is mounted the same war 
In my own rig I use a Johnston variable ji 
ductor but a B & W Ladewatt unit could be 
used just as well 

The final amplifier is neutralized by having 
an aluminum plate #2" wide x 1" long 
mounted on feed-thtough insulators facing the 
plates of the s07's and erossed underneath to 
each grid, ‘There is a switeh on the front 
panel for cutting of the screen voltage when 
neutralizing, the plate voltage can easily be 
removed by dixeormecting the B= lead to the 
final plate coil, The swinging link is com: 
necied to two feod-through bushings on the 
rear nf the chassis, 


‘The Modulator 
‘The modulator uses two BUTS with voltage 
regulation on the screens, which olds the 
screen voltuge constant, assuring: good audio 
fulput, Av 1aK Aewait adjustable resistor 
5s used for the sereens, With the lead to the 
sereens disconnected. und a illiameter in 
series with the VEU tubes to ground, adjust the 
resistor until the VR tubes dray 80 roils 
‘The mouiulation transformer isa Hammond 
isa switch on the front 
funetions; when you 
Switeh from fone to CW it short-eirenits the 
Secondary of the aomilation transformer and 
ruinoves B-+ fiom the modulntor and speech 
amplifier. You will notice that there is an 
increase in plate ervent and output in the 
Final when you switch to CW. This is normal 
as there is no vollage drop across the second- 
ary of the modulator transformer when the 
‘The speeel ampli- 
sd yvo 605" resistance coupled and 
another 655 transformer coupled to. the 807 
grids, Thvee hundred volts ig needed for the 
Speech amplifier, which is obtained through 
a 30K W-watt dropping resistor and a a- 
Hhensy 40-til choke to the speech amplifier. 
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0 special comment need be made pertain. 
ing to the specch and modulator circuits ex- 
rept that the input transformer is a Hammoud 
800 series and is parallel fed to the plate 
af the 635, No plate current must flow 
through the primary winding. ‘The sereen 

age from the regulator tubes is by-passed 
with a 002 mien condenser and then fed 
hroush 100-ohm resistors ta each sereen vo 
Feimove any. traces of oscillation or instability 
To clear up any Nigit frequency hash whiel 
may be generated hy the modulator tubes, 
8.002 mfa. condenser was connected across 
the modulator tube grids, alsa a 0H mea, mica 
condenser across the secautary of the modula- 
fon transformer. ‘This condenser should be 
2 1090-volt wit, An antenna relay was in- 
eorporated to siviteh the antema from the 
transmitter to the receiver, 


The Power Supply 

There is a separate transformer used for 
Slaments, & Hammond 6.2 volt al @ amps For 
all heaters and 5 yolts 8 amps for the rectifier 
Two rectifier tube sockets are pro- 
id on the chassis for either a pair of 80 
Jr, tubes or one 83, ‘The builder can use 
whatever he chooses, although T prefer 866 
Jr, because 625 volts’ on the plates of the 83 
tube is quite severe. You will notice that the 


rectifier tube sockets are wired in series. 10 
give 24: volts each to 866 Jrs, A four-prong 
tube base with the filament pins shorted and 
plugged into ane socket will give five volis 
in the other for an 88 

Tuning the rig is simplicity itself, Plug in 
a dd-meter erysial in the erystal socket and 
4 40-meter cathode coil and a 20-meter plate 
coil in the oscillator, Switeh the meter to 
the first position and time the capacitor for 
minimum plate current, During this tune-up 
the final plate coil should be removed from 
the eirenit and the screen voltage switch open. 

Switch the meter ta the second position to 
reul g2id carrent to. the final tubes, With 
the meter in this position and a 20-meter grid 
aod plate coil inserted with BE removed, vary. 
the excitation eontrol from zero to read 10 
Ma. grid current. Switch the meter to the 
fourth position to read plate current and apply 
plate and servon voltage, swing the tuning 
capacitor rapidly to resonanee, the reading will 
be about 55 Ma. Connect the antenna to the 
two standoff Insulators at the rear of the 
chassis, Apply plate voltage, Swing the link 
closer to the plate coil and the plate current 
\will start to Increase; draw 100 Ma, and then 
retune the final to minimum plate eurrent,

operation, and before the next contest ample 
time will he given for stations to prepare 
themselves for the party, 

Ta looking aver the result you find that it 
does not take high power to win a contest, 
bout good VEO certainly helps. 

The T Me hand showed little more activity 
than the other bands, 

Several of the high-seorers complain at their 
low seore which was only due to a small num- 
ber of stations taking purt in the affair, Now 
for the individual report 

Ve2XR used only a 6L6 final running 25 
watts to challe up an excellent 80-meter score, 
Floyd says that at times thore wasn’t a single 
Ve station to be hoard, He also says that ie 
is now firmly convinced that a Ve can't build 
a good VFO, as most of tho notes were 
terrible, Floyd used a xtal. 

3KE ale rang up a good tally in spite of 
bad conditions on the 8.9 Me band (396 points). 

APA put a consistontly good signal into 
Toronto on 7 Me, Using 75 watts to an 807, 
he worked five distriets although he was dis- 
appointed in his seore of 210 potots. 

2WK won himself a ceriificate with 20 watts 
ty a GLG on forty meters. We are. sorry to 
seo that his xyl—Ve2HI—didn’t make the 
grade, but it wasn’t for want of trying. Better 
fuck next time, Ethel, 

BXY ran up the excellent seore of 540 points 
with only 80 watts to his final. He worked 
six districts on his favorite 7 Me band, Bill 
says al least you ean get xv1 QSO in a contest 
whieh is rare in CW QSO’s in St. Kitts. Eve 
try 14 Me, BI? Incidentally, although XY 
is a real old timer, this was the first vontest 
he ever entered, 

4DG used a VO to an 807 final running 
25 watts input fo snare his certificate, The 
antenna was a 40-meter Zepp. 

QZ ran up the impressive total of 504 points 
using 2 two-stage VIO exciter, which was 
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described in May 1940 XTAL, Q% is one of

existing telecommunieation facilities available 
to the public is strictly forbidden. 

66. No tolls, fees or other consideration shall 
he received, levied ar collected by: the licensee 
fon account of any service performed by the 
Hieensed. station, 

CAROA HOQ's is contacting the D.O.T. in 
connection with any revisions vr amendments, 
to the act which may have heen made lately 
concerning amateur radio, and will publish 
the same in an early issue, 


REVISED REGULATIONS 

We have been advised by D.O.T. of the 
following changes in amateur — frequency 
allocations, effective April 1, 1948:
